Rudyard Kipling was called to the editor-
ship about the year 1870 and occupled that
positlon until he left the college, the first

ian almost pathetic appeal for contributions,
which were to recelve hls (the editor's) care-
ful attention—the boye, for some unknown
reason, baving previously seldom offered
matter for publication in the college paper.

Overruling the boy editor (here waa of
course, the censorship of ihe head master,
and on many an  ocoasion Xipling was
heard to anmthematise “Dates' for his un-
sparing, though doubtless judiclous suse of
the blue pencil over the former's editorial
work, Kipling, however, galning his revenge
in the memarable pen duel do the columns
af the Hrideford Gazette—files of which
paper of that penlod should also be
valuable o the eyes of the literary ourle
oollsotor,

While previous to Kipling's editorship the
oollege paper wos regarded with little inter-
st by the boys, being mainly composed by
the masters, subsequently 4t woas cagerly
leoked for, “glgs," clever mots and verses
being duly appreciated,

The Isiue al no Ume having exceedad 300
or 400, each boy being only entitled Lo one
copy, some numbers must be exoceedingly
rare, those of from 1878 to 1852 being mainly

A#  the majority of Kipling's schoolfels
lows eventually found thelr way to forelgw
linde—to India, where the llves of many,
in his own words, have become the *“seed
of emplire," to the British oolonies and the
far weslt of America, some of these now
valunble little papers may be discoversd in
maost unexpooted places, there belng probably
not a few lurking on the Pacifio ooast, a
